>e supposed that any husband will be tender 
and good if managed in this way, but they 
aio really delicious when properly treated, 


selecting your husband do not go to 


iiiuket for him, as the best arc always 
brought to your door. It is far bettor to 
lia\o none, unless you will patiently leara 
liow to govern him. See that the linen in 
which you wrap him 3s properly washed and 
mended, with the required number of but- 


and strings tightly sewed on. Tie him 


in the kettle by a strong silk cord called 
'comfort,' as the ono called 'duty' is apt to 
be weak. They are apt to fall out of the 
Itottle, and to be burned and crusty on the 
edges, since, like crabs and lobsters, you 
have to cook them while alive. If he sputters 
and fusses do not be anxious—some husbands 
do this until they are called done. Add a 
little sugar in the form of what confectioners' 
cull kisses, but no vinegar or pepper on any 
account. A little spice improves them, but 
it must be used with judgment. Bo not 
slick any sharp instrument into him to see 
if ho is becoming tender. Stir him gently, 
watching the while lost he adhere to the 
kettle, and so become useless. You cannot 
fail to know when lie is done. If this treat- 
ment is closely followed you will find him 
all the move desirable ; but do notjio care- 
less with him and keep him in too cool a 
place."

THE WAR'OF THE FUTURE. 


UcnBOns to Believe tbe Percentage of Killed 


and Wounded Will l)lmhil»h. 


In tbe first phioo, human nature Is over 


the snmo, and tho extent to which It can 
bo modified, strengthened, and, in a word, 
Improved, for military 'purposes is com- 
pnratlvoly small. Iu iho sooond plaoo, both 
tlio opponents will possess pruotioally 
equally efficient moans of dealing f orth 
death and wounds, In tho third placo, tho 
figures of tho rnugo cannot bo applied to 
tlio statistics of tbo battlefield without 
groat deductions. 
Ono or both of tho con- 


tracting armies would enter into action 
after a preliminary march hi hoavy order. 
Tlio norvos niid judgment of tho combat- 
nuts would bo disturbed by tho constant 
rain of bullets and tho crash of burstiiifl 
shells. Tho delicate operation of fixing 
tbo time fuses would bo Mudorod by shak- 
ing hands and boating hearts. In short, 
tho difforonco between firing at au enemy 
whp does not roply and ono who does, bo- 
tweon-firiug-«« a slloiit foo and one who 
Is firing at you, would be sensibly folt. 
Though all statistics Jond ono to believe 
that tlio percentage of killed and wounded 
iu un army will rather diminish than In- 
oroaoo inthehnMlnnr Hidfntnrn still tlioro 
is no doubt that oortaln battalions, brl- 
gmlos, divisions und army corps will In 
some onsos bo nearly annihilated. There 
is DO absolute rule about combining tbo 
offensive und tho defensive, and circum- 
stances must dictate to a commander 
whether ho shall assume tlio pnbblvo do- 
funsivo, -tho defensive offonsivo or tho 
purely offensive. Those, therefore, who so 
loudly oxtol tho active offensive full to see 
that tho attitude of a commander must 
depend upon circumstances which tho 
greatest ability cannot always 
control. 


Subject to strategical considerations and 
the direction of tho enemy's advance, they 
can choose and strengthen a strong posi- 
tion considerably, can destroy oover for 
tbo enemy In his advance and koop the 
assailants stationary under firo, entangle- 
meals, pickets, Inundations and otbor ob- 
stacles not easily destroyed by tlio attaok- 
ors' distant artillery flre. Tho defender can 
ascertain the ranges from all parts of tho 
position to spots likely to be occupied or 
advancoxLayor by-thncmomy, and especial- 
ly to all probable artillery positions. Final- 
ly the defender can, from tho nature o£ 
things, mnkt) better arrangements for tho 
supply of ammunition.—Edinburgh Re- 
vlow.

Tho Democrats ore also fighting 
the compulsory education bill, but they 
are too weak to prevent tho passage of 
either of the bills.

A lifet of applicants and the character of 
employment desired by them Is to be 
printed weekly by the superintendents 
and mailed every Saturday to each other, 
to be posted In tho respective offices for 
public inspection. The superintendents 
shall also collect such labor statistics as 
tho commissioner may direct. The com- 
missioner is to receive a salary ol $2,000 
annually, tho superintendents $1,200 each 
and the clerks not more than $50 a month. 


State Treasurer Jackson has prepared a 
,'..'.. ".oi't, in response to the request of 
llcpresuutative Lawrence, ol Washington, 
bhowing that tho Pennsylvania state col- 
lage has received since 1878 In all, from the 
state and national governments, $1,293,130. 
Tho total appropriations from the state 
loot up $757,120. The college received from 
tho sale of public lands $460,000, which was 
loured to the state at 6 per cent. Under 
an act ol congress of 1890 the college has 
received from tho United States govern- 
ment 885,000. The income from this source 
will soon be $25,000 a year.

Same Lovers Kneel and Some "O«mboi 


Uk<- Tlccri,"—Making Love by Intimida- 
tion In Feminine Fiction—Simple and 


PCX Mo Seeue In "John March." 


Tin- lovo scene occupies a prominent 


pluco In fiction, and there nre many which 
are cnod &s a proof of their author's doll- 
cuto ' kill. Literary fashions may wax 
and v> ana, but the lovo story still remains 
tho prime favorite with "tho general." 
So enslaved are wo by tho nursery tradi- 
tion that wo feel wo have boon cheated 
out of something if tho novel does not ond 
with sonio version nf tbo old fairy talc for- 
mula, "So thoy wero married and lived 
hnppi over after," although we have learn- 
ed by our own experience or that of others 
that matrimony Is cot always tho gatoway 
to Elj slum. 


Loio scones in fiction are of many 


kinds Ho wo Us onco described sonio spar- 
rows in a gardon aa "squabbling like tho 
lovorfi in a lady's novel," and it is a faot 
that t ho average feminine novelist makes 
hor turtledoves pock each other with groat 
freqiuncy and vigor. They biokcr ond 
pout, squabble and part forever several 
tlmoH a week until finally they kiss and 
maku friends as a prelude to matrimony. 
Often there aro a pair of light comedy 
lovcih to balnnco those whoso passion as- 
BUIIH s a traglo cast. 


It l-i our tradition to believe that the 


groat.T ordor is felt by the man, but ovon 
as Sitmnntha, in those long gone dnyrf, 
invoked the moon and twirled her braznn 
wheel, chanting tho while, "My magic 
wheel, draw homo to rno tho man I lovo," 
thoro have always boon women who wove 
spells to lure toward ubom tlio floklo or 
timid lovo. It has beon said, "When ho 
who lovos is dumb, she who is loved is 
deaf, "yot there aro horoincs of fiction 
who ^o considerably moro than half way 
to win tho horo from his haughty silence. 


So \vo Und it in tho case of Charlotte 


Bronte's Shirley, who, In her proud, im- 
perious way, lets tho poor tutor see a 
glimpse of her heart, as if feeling that 
her beauty and fortune permit hor to ox- 
crclsii tho right of a quoon. Tho wild lovo 
soonc'H bowoon Emily Bronte's Hoatholiff 
and ('ntherino aro like tho llorco gambol- 
ings of a pair of tigers whoso olaws aro 
seldom sheathed oven in play. In fominino 
fiction the. gentleman often pays his iul- 
drost.e9 in a manner that savors of intimi- 
dation. Ho seems to fancy that ho can 
hector tho lady Into an urdont affection 
for himself and is usually successful in BO 
doing. 


But, this is not the ideal lovemaking. 


Wo imagine that tht'ro should bo tender 
reverence on the man's part, for, as Thack- 
eray says: "Men 
»rvo women kneeling. 


Whon they got on their foot, they walk 
away.'1 Tho lovor who does iiot bclicvo 
his Mvcothcart an angel has n want of 
ideal i-,m that will make marriage appear 
to him a very dull, sordid thing, lacking 
thnt i oay glow With whioli illusion irradi- 
titca tlio commonplaces. 


The walk of Kuth Pinch and John 


Wostlock in tho Temple gardon is usually 
ranked among the famous lovo scones of 
fiction, and there is another garden epi- 
sode—that between CJivo and ICthol Now- 
come—which is as slncoro in sentiment 
and tnuohod by 11 fnr finer literary art. It 
is nol always easy for a novelist to present 
to the mind tho charming childishness of 
<ivor.s without making them soom silly.

The abdominal muscle directly 
overlies tho intestines, and its motion 
stimulates tho whole digestive apparatus, 
thus contributing to its healthful activity. 


Persons who occasionally or continually 


suffer from cough should take pains to 
cultivate deep breathing. Almost all such 
persons breathe improperly. In many cases 
lack of Jung powor is inherited; in others 
habit or occupation plays an unfavorable 
part; In not a fow instances a fear of the 
lungs being delicate superinduces a habit 
of shallow breathing from an erroneous 
idea that tho lungs aro in this way favored. 


The health of an organ depends largely 


upon a proper exorcise of its functions. 
Diseases of tho lungs, of a chronic nature 
especially, are often wholly, always par- 
tially,ch.irgcable to an uuhygloniomethod 
of breathing. The part of tho lungs most 
likely to become affootod with disease is 
tho apex, or'Uppermost portion. The rea- 
son for this lies in the fact that this part 
of tho lung is fully expanded only on tak- 
ing a do. p inspiration. In many persons 
this part of the lung is, therefore, seldom 
expanded, its function is impaired, and it 
falls more roadily a prey to disease. 


Tight clothing is especially narmful 


about the neck and shoulders, and in this 
respect jnen err as- often as women. A 
tightly constricted waist, while limiting 
free respiration, iu perhaps not so harm- 
ful tc tho lungs as to other adjacent or- 
gans of tho body.—Youth's Companion.

engine for pumping water is mentioned iu 
the "SplrltnliH!1 of Hero, ubuufc !50 13. C. 
This engine had two single ucr,in,cr pumpp, 
the plungers of wltioh wero worked by a 
single beam pivoted between tho two. Tho 
streams united in a single discharge pi pi, 
passing op a trunk in which was mi a'.t 
chamber and out at a nozzle which could 
bo turned in any direction. 
Tills descrip- 


tion might stand for a great many forms 
of bund ih'o engines used even io the pres- 
ent day. 
The early Ramans appuar .to 


have paid quite somb attention to firo ex- 
tingtii.ihini; apparatus nil* had an organ- 
tod lire brigade. 


Something like tho more modern fli't 


ang]no appears to have been brought out, 
in iho early part of the sixteenth century 
and is dosciribod as a "water syringe." 
This was mounted on whetjls and was 
worked by levers. 
Fire engines of this 


kind were apparently much used in Ger- 
many. 
In England, during the latter 


part of tho sixteenth century, largo brass 
syringes were employed, holding several 
quarts of water and operated by tlireo 
men, two holding tho syringe nt each 
side with one hand and dlrtcUng the noz- 
zle with the other and tho third operating 
tho plunger. Aftor having discharged the 
water tho syringe wns refilled from a ois- 
torn or well near tho fire or from buckets. 
Later those water squirts were fitted to 
poitable cisterns or tonka. 


In tho latter part of tlio sevimteouth con- 


tury a portable engine, mounted on a cis- 
tern or tank, from which tho water was 
drawn, was introduced in England by 
Newsham. This engine was In many re- 
spects similar to tho modern hand firo en- 
gine and continued in use in England up 
to 1883. 


Tho Nowsharn engine wan perhaps the 


"first Successful -Uro- •0ngtno-aij<}-reaHy-wnj- 
tho pioneer of the modern manually oper- 
ated engines. The pumps were of various 
sizes and designs and wore in most cases 
operated by lovers. Various forms of en- 
gines, similar to tho Nowsham engine, 
continued In use as late as 1850.—Gas- 
sior'e Magazine.

MINERAL GAS PLANT. 


Manufacturing Gas From Any Kind of 


Material Tliat Contains Oil. 


Manchester lias a now apparatus for 


producing gas direct from oil bearing 
seeds, sawdust, or, In fact, from any solid 
matter in which a proportion of oil is pres- 
ent, which was invented by a Maucihestor 
genius. 
Tlio producer is, it seems, u sim- 


ple cast iron cylinder, with n lire grate at 
the bottom and lined with fireclay. From 
tho top of this furnace the retort, a deep 
cast iron vessel, hangs within, being hold 
in position merely by a flange around its 
upper oud. Upon the retort is placed a 
double olbow pipo or bonnet, which car 
rios the gas away as it is generated, tho 
joint being made by the rim of tho bonnet 
lying in a sruall channel in the top of tho 
retort, which is filled with molten lead. 
Suitable pipes lead from tho bonnet down- 
ward to a hydraulic box of the simplest 
possible construction and from thence to 
tho gas bolder. 
When in use, the Ore is 


lighted and the retort heated to redness, 
the condition of tho load around its top 
being a good indication of the right tem- 
perature. Tbo oil, which may be mineral, 
fat or vegetable, is then permitted to flow 
ilia thin, continuous stream Into tho retort 
and is immediately converted into fixed 
gas, which passes successively through 
tho bonnet pipo and hydraulic box, whore 
it is cleansed from all tarry deposit trad 
thonco to tha gas holder. 
Bet\\eeu tho 


hydraulic box and the gas holder a suita- 
ble cock is placed for testing tho quality of 
tbo gas, and ovory provision is made for 
cleansing at all points whcro tho deposit 
might settle, No attention is required 
beyond firing up or filling the oil tank.-- 
Philadelphia Eecord.

Is a Violent Death Painful? 


Sovero injuries to the body are seldom 


vory painful at first. 
Tho severity of the 


nervous shook scams to paralyze the norve 
center whore consciousness of pain is sit- 
uated, and in fatal oases there is often no 
sense of pain, even when death is delayed 
a day or two. In such cases it may ba sup- 
posed that the shook not only paralyzes 
but oven destroys tho nerve center. It may 
bo compared to a lightning flash along the 
telegraph wires, which, although of the 
same nature as tho electric telegraph cur- 
rent, yet is so intense as to destroy the re- 
ceiving Instruments, so that no subsequent 
messages can bo received. In some fatnl 
injuries tho norvo that would carry tho 
pain to tho brnin is destroyed, and such 
accidents are almost painless. Our sense 
of pain is greatest in the skin, and deep 
wounds aro therefore not more painful 
than shallow ones. In surgical operations 
tho skin incision is often themost painful 
part, and those who havo been run through 
tho body say they were conscious only of 
something cold passing through them, 
with just n prick at the points of entry 
and exit of the wonpon. On the other 
hand, some fatnl injuries are vory painful, 
especially those that interfere with breath- 
ing, such as injuries to the chest and 
throat.—Now York Advertiser.

Deadliest Poison Known* 


Tho most deadly poison is that which 


was discovered by Professor Frazer of Ed- 
inburgh and known ns shophanthidin, an 
African plant. As little as one thousand 
millionth part of nn ounce of crystallized 
shophauthidin produces a distinctly in- 
jurious effect upon the heart, and a very 
small quantity is fatal. 


Another deadly poiaon is cyanogen gas, 


the principal ingredient of hydrocyanic 
or prnsaio acid. At ordinary temperatures 
it is simply a gas, but can bo condensed 
by cold and pressure into a thin, colorless 
liquid and bcoomcs o solid at 30 degrees F. 
Tlis Sihalntlon ' in its gnseotis state of a 
mo t juiiKitiOqiuMitH}' would cause instant 
death. 


One of the jnost deadly^ poisons Is air— 


soniureted hydrogen, winch is formed by 
decomposing an alloy of arsenic and zinc 
•with sulphuric acid. 
Ifc is a colorless gaa, 


possessing a f otid odor of garlic, aud acts as 
a most deadly poison. — Family Magazine
